A. M. Banks Already in 
City—Government May 
Refuse to Treat With the 
Men Until They Return 
to Their Places. 


Following tHe walkout of clerks 
on the N., C. & St. L., the Tennessee 
Central and the Birmingham and 
Northwestern railways ‘Tuesday 
morning at 10 o'clock, because of 
the refusal of railroad officials to 
remove A. P. Ottarson, federal audi- 
tor for these roads, the report came 
to Atlanta of the announcement 
made in Nashville by W. L. Mapo- 
ther, federal manager :if the N., C. 
& St. L., that an attempt would be 
made to fill the 1,000 places which 
have been left vacant. J. A. Bald- 
win, superintendent in Atlanta, said 
Tuesday evening that he expected 
to try and secure other clerks at 
once. 

The walk-out, which came as a 
result of a telegram from C. F. 
Jackson, general chairman of the 
adjustment board, affected approxi- 
mately 200 employees in Atlanta and 
completely tied up freight traffic 
over the N., C. & St. L. Passenger 
*traffic was not interrupted, owing 

tops fact that the general pas- 

setiger agent for the road and his 
assistant sold tickets and checked 
baggage. 
. Federal Agent Here. 

A. M. Banks, who according to a 
Washington dispatch has been ap- 
pointed to investigate the trouble, 
is already in Atlanta, bu® stated 
last night that he had not yet re- 
ceived instructions as to how to 
proceed. 

It was learned from a govern- 
ment authority that the labor divi- 
sion of the railroad administration 
will probably refuse to treat with 
the men as long as they are out of 
the places. The impression was 
gained that should they return the 
good offices of the government 
would then be at their disposal, and 
mediation could be arranged. 

A disturbance of this sort has been 
brewing some time, say members 
of the Brotherhood ‘of Railway 
Clerks, who have established head- 
quarters in the Kimball, with E. M. 
McGee in charge, owing to the at- 
titude of Auditor Ottarson to or- 
ganized labor. 

Antagonism Is Charged. 

Mr. Ottarson, according to Mr. 
McGee and others, showed a con- 
stant antagonism to the union of 
the clerks under his direction. He 
is accused of interpreting orders 
of the railroad administration ac- 
cording to his prejudices and of 
ghowing unfair discrimination in 
promotions. There has been no dis- 
satisfaction expressed with any 
officials here. 

Federal] Director B. L. Winchell 
received a telegram Tuesday morn- 
ing requesting that Mr. Ottarson be 
dismussed before 10 o'clock in order 
to avoid the walk-out of clerks, He 
replied that it was impossible for 
him to take the action desired. 

So far Mr. Winchell has declined 
to make a statement regarding the 
trouble, viewing it as a matter which 
is in the hands of Federal Manager 
Mapother, of Nashville. It was said 
in the offices of the railroad admin- 
istration that since the establish- 
ment of the mediation board in 
Washington to which any grievances 
of the employees may be submitted, 
all troubles arising among railroad 
men or organizations have been set- 
tled this way, and that would have 


seemed the logical course for the* 


dissatisfaction against the auditor to 
have taken. 
Say War Has Ended. 

At headquarters of the Brother- 
hood the explanation was made that 
the understanding as to mediating 
differences applied to the period of 
war, which has now ended.

The vigorous probe of the city’s 
dance halls by the police department 
was ordered continued, and a reso- 
lution by Commissioner Chambers 
was unanimously adopted authoriz- 
ing the chairman to appoint a stand- 
ing dance hall committee. It will 
be the duty of this committee to 
make a personal inspection of the 
city’s dance halls, when called upon 
by the chief. 

In a short statement Chief Beav- 
ers told the board that he had visit- 
ed a number of dance halls within 
the last month, and while, he said, 
there were some irregularities in 
several halls, the conditions had 
greatly improved within the last 
month. 

“No Immoral Dances”—Benavers. 

The probe of the dance halls was 
first ordered at the last meeting 
of the board, after sensational) 
charges had been made by Attorney 
Carl F, Hutchinson, who styled them 
as “dens of vice, causing the down- 
fall of thousands of young women.” 
He asked that ;ublic dance halls 
be closed. 

“There are no immoral dances in 
the dance hauis, so far as I can see,” 
said the chief. “A case has been 
made against the operators of Lane's 
dance hall, for allowing young wom- 
en to enter without escorts, and I 


hope that judgment will be sus- 
pended, pending the outcome of this 
case.”’ 

The resignations of S. L Rosser, 
V. D. Young and O. D. Dolvin, who 
had been previously ordered to re- 
port back for duty, after hav- 
ing been granted special leaves of 
absence, were accepted. George Al- 
len Maddox, former detective, was 
allowed to continue his duties as 
county probation officer, and J. D. 
Dorsett was given another 30-day 
leave of absence to continue in his 
work with the city construction de- 
partment. 

Upon the recommendation of Com- 
missioner Barnwell, chairman of the 
uniform committee, the contract for 
furnishing the force with summer 
uniforms was awarded to the Carl- 
ton Shoe and Clothing company.

UNIONS MENACE 
RULING CLASSES 


Armed Resistance Threat- 
ened in West Virginia to 
State Patrol Law—La- 
bor Serves Notice on 
Legislature. 


Charleston, West Va., March 11.— 
Threats of armed resistance against 
y‘the ruling classes of this state” 
contained in resolutions adopted by 
miners’ unions of districts seven- 
teen and twenty-nine 
into the senate journal on the first 
day of the extra session of the 
state legislature convened today for 
the purpose of enacting a state pa- 
trol law. 

The resolution menaces the gov- 
ernor and legislature if the bill be- 
comes a law and the miners have 
gone on record as saying they 
would ‘‘not hesitate for a moment 
to take up arms and resist enforce- 
ment of the red flag bill.” 

‘In part, the resolution reads: 

“In the event that our righteous 
protestations and our desire for 
peace, order and harmony as citl- 
zens of West Virginia is ignored 
by the law-making powers of West 
Virginia and that these bills are 
enacted into law and are upheld by 
the courts of this. state, we hereby 
serve notice on the ruling class of 
this state that whereas labor, by 
the might of its arm, stands four- 
teen to one, and that our only 
means of warfare, either offensive 
or defensive, is the strike. 

“But as a final arbiter of 
rights of public assembly, 
speech and ae free and 
censored press, we will not for 
a single moment hesitate to 
meet our enemies upon the bat- 
tlefields, and there amid the 
roar of cannon and the groans of 
the dying and the crash of sys- 
tems, purchase again our birthright 
of blood-bought freedom.”

BAKER IS SCORED 


IN ANSELL CASE 


Congressman Gould At- 
tacks the Secretary for 
Punishing Ansell for 
Revelations About Army 
Sentences — Ansell An- 
swers Crowder. 


Washington, March 11.—Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Samuel T. Ansell, former 
acting judge advocate general, sub- 
mitted a statement to acting Secre- 
tary Crowell today in reply to the 
letter of Major General Enoch H. 
Crowder, judge advocate general, to 
Secretary Baker on the controversy 
over the administration of military 
justice. Because of certain refer- 
ences concerning him made by Gen- 
eral Crowder, Colonel Ansell asked 
that his statement be given the same 
publicity as that of the judge advo- 
cate general. 

Colonel Ansell’s statement was 
not made public. Soon after it was 
submitted, Representative Gould, of 
New York, gave out copies of a let- 
ter he wrote Secretary Baker today 
regarding the discharge of Colonel 
Ansell from his war-time commis- 
sion as a brigadier general. Repre- 
sentative Gould told the secretary he 
was “unable to escape the conclu- 
sion that the war department had 
deliberately and ruthlessly adopted 
this method of punishing a public- 
spirited and efficient officer whose 
sole offense was against a powerful 
and self-centered clique in your de- 
partment, in that he answered a 
summons which he couldn't decline, 
and told the congress of the United 
States the truth about a matter 
which it was clearly the duty of con- 
gress to inquire into.” 

May Suppress Ansell’s R-ply. 

Many officers regard it as unlikely 
that Colonel Ansell’s reply to Gen- 
eral Crowder will be made public 
until Secretary Baker, now on a trip 


of inspection of army camps with 
General March, chief of staff, has 


been consulted and some officers 
doubt that the department will even 
then further air a controversy be- 
tween General Crowder and a 
subordinate officer of his office, par- 
ticularly in view of the fact that 
the whole subject has been sub- 
mitted to the inspector general of 
the army, Major General John L.

Brigadier General Edward A, 
Kreger, designated as acting judge 
advocate general, is due at New 
York Thursday on the transport 
America. His arrival will’ permit 
General Crowder to start for Cuba 
to take up the work of advising 
the Cuban president and govern- 
ment in the pending revision of 
the election laws and system on the 
island. General Crowder plans now 
to sail Saturday. 

Scope of Investigation. 


The scope of the investigation be- 
ing conducted by General Cham- 
berlain has not been disclosed, the 
only information in regard to it 
which has yet reached the public 
being the brief reference in Gen- 
eral Crowder’s recent letter. In or- 
dinary practice, the inspector gen- 
eral acts as a military grand jury, 
filing after investigation recommen- 
dations that court-martial proceed- 
ings be instituted in cases where 
disciplinary action Is deemed ad- 
visable.

Holy Father Tells Allies 


humiliating Peace Is 
Concluded Germany Will 
Go Bolshevik and Join 
Russia. 


Paris, March 11.—It has become 
known that Pope Benedict has ad- 
dressed an appeal to the powers 
emphasizing the urgency of the 
speedy conclusion-of peace with 
Germany. 

It is understood that the pontiff 
states that the vatican possesses 
reliable information that the eitua- 
tion in Germany, socially and eco- 
nomically, is very grave and that 
he fears the spread of Bolshevism 
with such rapidity that it might re- 
sult in the establishment of a Bol- 
shevik state, which, in turn, might 
become allied with Bolshevik Rus- 
sia. He is reported to have said 
that he felt the only way to avoid 
such an eventuality is a speedy 
peace—a peace, he says, which will 
not humiliate the German people.

LEAGUE CHARTER

Arrested—Both Moscow, 
and Petrograd Without 
Fuel of Any Kind. 


Washington, March 11.—Chaotic 
conditions in Russia, particularly 
in Petrograd and Moscow, were de- 
scribed in reports received today 
by the state department. The depths 
to which the country has been 
plunged by Bolshevik rule was said 
by the advices to be indicated in 
a report from Moscow saying that 
human flesh had been sold to the 
famine-stricken population by Chi- 
nese soldiers who later were ar- 
rested. 

Both Moscow and Petrogra@¥ weft 
reported without fuel of any kind, 
The supplies of coal, kerosene and 
gasoline have been exhausted and 
since wood was nationalized in Sep- 
tember it has not been available 
for private consumption. Because 
of lack of fuel the advices said the 
sewerage and water systems of Pe- 
trograd might cease operation at 
any time. 

The streets of Petrograd were de- 
scribed as deserted with the excep- 
tion of soldiers and civilians beg- 
ging for bread. The deaths in the 
city, chiefly from typhoid and 
smallpox, were estimated at 4,000 
daily. The Swiss, Danish, Swedish, 
Dutch and British embassies were 
said to have been looted. 

Conditions in Moscow were rep- 
resented as better than in Petro- 
grad, although all industries in the 


former city except a few military 
plants have ceased to operate. The 
only food available is brought to 
Moscow by peasants, who sell it at 
excessive prices, sugar bringing 
twenty rubles a pound, which at the 
old value of the ruble would be 
ten dollars. 

Many of the stores in Moscow 
have been closed, and those remain- 
ing open are permitted to sell mer- 
chandise and foodstuffs only on the 
card system. Celebration of mass 
in the churchés has for the most 
part ceased. Traction and electric 
light services are irregular, elec- 
tricity being available for lighting 
purposes only two hours each day. 


ALLIES SHELLED 
BY BOLSHEVIAI 


Infantry Attacks Follow- 
ed, But Were Repulsed 
by British and Americans 
in North Russia. 


Archangel, March 11.—Operating 
ten guns, the Bolshevik forces yes- 
terday shelled the village of Vis- 
tavka, on the Vaga, almost com- 
pletely destroying it. Repeated 
heavy infantry attacks followed, but 
these were repulsed with heavy 
losses by the Americans, British 
and Russians. 

The allies were greatly outnum- 
bered, but fought bravely in the 
snow. 

The allied troops this morning 
still occupied the ruins of Vistavk2 
and were ready for new attacka, 


FROM DRY TO WET, 
EIGHT TOWNS GO

Boston, March 11.—Returns from 
ll towns that voted yesterday on 


the question of issuing liquor li- 
censes show that eight anged 
from Ury to wet. Three south shore 
towns, Weymouth and Hingham, 
which have been no-license places 
for more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury, and Scituate with a dry rec- 
ord for eleven years, shifted to 
license. Easton, Rockland and 
Abington, Hudson and Ipswich also 
went wet. 

Liquor advocates maintained that 
the result was a protest against the 
national prohibition amendment, 
while anti-saloon leaders asserted 


that it was mainly due to apathy on

Although Frequent Refer- 
ences Are Made in the 
Treaty to Duties to Be 
Entrusted to the League. 


GERMANY IS DOOMED 
AS MILITARY POWER 


; 


Army Limited to 100,000 
Men and Conscription Is 
Forbidden — Final Fig- 


ures on Indemnities Have 
Not Been Fixed. 


Paris, March 11.—The first rough 
outlines of the peace treaty are be- 
ginning to take form as a result of 
the rapid disposal of the main 
questions before the council of the 
great powers. Preliminary draft 
will be well along within the pres- 
ent week, and with the arrival of 
Presidént Wilson final revision will 
proceed so as to have the document 
ready for presentation by the end 
of next week and thus conform to 
Marshal Foch’s limit of March 20, 
though the British apparently are 
inclined to doubt the possibility of 
carrying out the program on time. 

The covenant of the league of na- 
tions does not figure as a part of 
the peace treaty, but will be treat- 
ed separately, although the treaty 
makes frequent reference to. the 
duties which are to be entrusted to 
the league. 

The treaty promises to be a very 
long document, chiefly owing to de- 
tailed. provisions concerning the 
German military system and meth- 
ods for its control by the allies. It 
will embody, hcewever, only five or 
six main divisions, namely: 

First, military, naval and aerial 
terms; second, reparations for the 
war damages; third, German boun- 
daries; fourth, economic and finan- 
clal provisions, and, probably fifth, 
responsibilities for the war. 

Indemnities Not Yet Fixed. 

The considération of reparations 
is set for Saturday, though this 
question may go beyond that time, 
This covers all the principal sub- 
jects, except for responsibility for 
the war. 

It is the desire of the French to 
have this made an integral part of 
the treaty, so as to settle the quese 
tion and this may be conceded, 
though it is an open question. 

The consideration of reparation 
has introduced the word “trillion” 
in recognizing money, probably for 
the first time in any single financia& 
operation, for, although millions 
and billions often have been used 
in war finance, no sum has yet been 
reached touching a trillion. 

In estimating the war losses of 
all the powers the first figures of 
one of the great powers aggregated 
a trillion francs, and those of an- 
other power were slightly above a 
half trillion francs, namely, 600,000,- 
000,000 francs. These first estimates 
have gradually been reduced until 
the present aggregate covering the 
losses for all countries is about one- 
fifth of the first highest estimate 
and in final form probably will be 
in the neighborhood of 35 or 40 bil- 
lion dollars. 

The final figure has not yet been 
written-into the committee report, 
but has been left in blank and ex- 
pressed as “x’’ so that an insert may 
be made when there is an under- 
standing as to the formal decision 
on the amount to be exacted. 

Military Germany Doomed. 

Military Germany will go out 
of existence as the result of 
the adoption by the supreme 
council f the military terms 
of German disarmament as they will 
go into the peace treaty. These 
terms provide for a sweeping re- 
duction of the German military 
establishment down to 100,000 men 
with 4,000 officers, the army to be 
recruited by the voluntary system 
for the period of twelve years. The 
effect of this is to limit Germany's 
military strength to less than the 
number of men Switzerland has in 
her army. 

Other provisions in the military 
terms limit the armsand munitions 
Germany may possess to a quantity 
sufficient for 100,000 men and all 
the remainder must be delivered 
over or destroyed. The German 
forces along the Rhine also must 
be destroyed. 

The imperial general staff is abol- 
ished, as the result of reducing the 
force. 

Conscription Must Ge. 

Discussion of the subject was re- 
sumed by the supreme council, the 
basis for the debate being Marshal 
Foch’s report on Premier Lloyd- 
George’s proposal to reduce Ger- 
many’s army force from 200,000, as 
had been suggested, to 140,000 men 
and to substitute voluntary for com- 
pulsory service, 

Marshal Foch favored the change, 
as the conscription plan providing 
for 200,000 men serving one-year 
terms would have given Germany a 
trained army of 2,000,000 men in ten 
years. 


As against this Mr. Lloyd-George 
proposed to fix the enlistment term 


at twelve years. Marshal Foch em-

FOR WAR HEROES 


Chattanooga, Tenn., March 11.—At 
an election held here today bonds in 
the sum of $460,000 were voted for 
the purpose of erecting a memorial 
auditorium to the soldiers and sail- 
ors who served in the war against 
Germany. It is claimed that while 
there has been nation-wide agita- 
tion for the construction of me- 
morials of this character to the 
fighters, Chattanooga is the first 
municipality to actually authorize 
funda for the purpose. 


Monroe Doctrine Must Be 
Guaranteed, Says Bryan 
and It Must Be Made 
Clear That There Is to 
Be No Meddling With 
Internal Affairs. 


MORE VOTING POWER 
FOR UNITED STATES 


Proposed Representation 
in League Council Call- 
ed Unfair to This Coun- 
try--Each Nation Should 
Be Free to Support or 
Reject League’s Decrees. 


Washington, March 11.—William 
Jennings Bryan issued a statement 
here tonight endorsing the league 
of nations, but suggesting amend- 
ments to the proposed constitution 
which among other things would 
preserve specifically the Monroe 
Doctrine, enlarge the proportionate 
voting power of the United States 
and make it clear each member na- 
tion might decide for itself whether 
it would support decrees of the 
league’s general council. 

While pointing to imperfections 
Mr. Bryan urged they should not be 
allowed to lead to rejection of the 
plan, declaring risks to be run in 
accepting the league were less than 
those involved in rejection and re- 
turning ‘“‘to the old ways of blood 
and slaughter.” 

Mr. Bryan dictated the statement 
from his sick bed at the home of 
friends, where he has been confined 
for nearly three weeks. He said the 
league of nations idea, “the greatest 
gtep toward peace in a_ thousand 
years,” was taken from the thirty 
arbitration tr@aties negotiated by 
the United States while he was sec- 
retary of state. It was not to be 
expected, he said, that so great an 
idea would be made perfect in go 
short a time and added while Presi- 
dent Wilson had “done the best he 
could,” he would be helped by intel- 
ligent and friendly criticism from 
the American public. 

Bryan's Statement, 

The statement follows: 

“The league of nations is the 
greatest step toward peace in a 
thousand years. The idea of sub- 
stituting reason for force in the set- 
tlement of international disputes is 
in itself an epoch-making advance. 
The constitution of the league as an- 
nounced, provides for three things 
which constitute in themselves an 
advantage, the importance of which 
can scarcely be estimat-zd. 

“Deliberation before war—the in- 
vestigation of all disputes of their 
kind and character before hostilities 
begin. This almost ends war. The 
idea is taken from the thirty treaties 
negotiated by the United States with 
three-quarters of the world. Our 
nation, therefore, gives to the peace 
league its greatest piece of ma- 
chinery. Second, the reduction of 
armaments will make it impossible 
for a nation to prepare for war with- 
out notifying the world of its inten- 
tion. Third, the abolition of secret 
treaties, which will do much to pre- 
vent the combinations which lead to 
war. If the league of nations did 
nothing more than provide these 
three things, our nation would be 
justified in supporting it to the 
utmost. 

“It is not to be exepcted so great 
an idea 4s the league of nations 
would be made perfect in detail in 
so short a time. There are defects 
that should be corrected, and the 
fullest discussion of proposed 
amendments should be invited. The 
newspapers of Great Britain, France 
and Italy are not backward in the 
expression of their viéws as to 
changes that should be made. Why 
should the American people be si- 
lent? Ours is the nation most influ- 
ential in the league, and most pow- 
erful because most disinterested. Its 
people should help by free and frank 
discusion to perfect the league. 
The president has done the best he 
could, but he will be aided by in- 
telligent criticism from those 
friendy to the idea. 

Not Fair to United States. 

“Il venture to point out certain 
amendments that should, in my 
judgment, be made in the interest 
of a stronger and better league. 
First, the basis of representation 
is not fair to the United States, A 
comparison of voting strength will 
show that while our nation is the 
most powerful in the combination, 
whether measured by population, 
wealth or moral influence, it has 
no larger vote than nations much 
inferior in population, wealth and 
influence. This inequality ought, if 
possible, to be corrected, for justice 
is the only foundation up%n which 


any institution can rest in perma- 
nent security. 

“Second, the terms of admission 
to nations that may desire to join 
hereafter are not fair. To require 
a two-thirds vote to admit a new

All Prisoners Are Killed 
by Government Troops 
as Soon as Captured, and 
the Spartacans Are Also 
Giving No Quarter. 


WOMEN TAKING PART

Spartacans, With Plenty 
of Munitions, Are Still 
Holding the Eastern 
Part of Berlin—Numer- 
ous Reports of Spartican 
Atrocities. 


London, March 11.—Fighting is 
still going on in Berlin with great 
fury, according to undated reports 
received in Copenhagen from the 
German capital and forwarded by 
the Exchenge Telegraph companya 

Witnesses of the fighting in the 
last few days say both the Sparta- 
cans and ,the government soldiers 
acted like wild beasts. MHostilities 
continue in the northern and north- 
eastern sections of Berlin and the 
government troops are killing all 
prisoners who fall into their hands, 
Women, the reports add, partici- 
pated in the cruelties with as much 
desperation as the men. 

The German government troops, 
greatly reinforced, have resumed the 
fighting in Lichtenberg, says a Ger- 
man wireless dispatch received here 
tonight. 

The dispatch adds that the Spar- 
tacans already have been obliged to 
evacuate the police headquarters 
and the postoffice. 


NOQUARTERSHOWN 
BY EITHER FACTION 
IN BERLIN BATTLE 


Berlin, March 11.—Government 
troops were busy Monday in driving 
Spartacan bands from various s¢ec- 
tions of Berlin, and in preparing for 
a determined effort against the 
Spartacan stronghold of Lichten- 
berg, a suburb to the east of the 
city. The Spartacans are reported 
to have large depots of weapons and 
ammunition in Lichtenberg. Govern- 
ment troops sent to - Lichtenberg 
Sunday to protect the postoffice and 
police station were annihilated by, 
the Spartacans, . 

Murdered by Spartacans. 

All the soldiers and police offi- 
clals who were not killed during 
the fighting for the postoffice and 
policé station or who did not es 
cape from the buildings were mur- 
dered by the Spartacana Many 
were tortured and killed in the 
streets. At least one woman was 
among the victirns of the Sparta< 
cans. The police archives in Liche 
tenberg were burned and 80,000 
marks were stolen from the post~ 
office. 

Reports of Spartacan atrocities 
continue to pour in and resulted to- 
day in the issuance of an order by 
Herr Noske, the minister of de-«- 
fense, that all found opposing the 
government troops with weapons 
would be shot ingmediately. Many 
Spartacans were taken prisoner 
during the forenoon and summary 
executions began at once, the order 
of Herr Noske being welcomed by 
the embittered government forces.

Reda Offer Strong Opposition. 

The government military com- 
manders expect that it will take at 
least two days of steady fighting 
to break the Spartacan resistance 
in the eastern part of Berlin and 
to capture the suburbs on the east- 
ern outskirts of Berlin. The com- 
munists, with help from the criml- 
nal and hooligan elements, continue 
to offer stout opposition. The gov- 
ernment fPoops are taking no pris- 
oners. 

The government forces have the 
task of crushing not only the main 
Spartacan strongholds, but also in 
combating the guerilla tactics of 
the insurgents who. realizing that 
they eventually will be outmatched

One daring Spartacan band suc- 
ceeded in taking a machine gun into 
a house opposite the barracks of the 
Guard regiment on Friedrich- 
straese, a short distance north of 
Unter den Linden. From this point 
of vantage they bombarded the bar- 
racks. 

The possibility of an outbreak in

The order calling off the general 
strike was obeyed only in part. 
Nearly all-the small establishments 
and a number of the big plants re- 
sumed work, but workmen in the 
factories dominated by radicals de- 
clared they would not return to 
work until the government troops 
were withdrawn from Berlin. 

Strike in Coal Regions. 

Encounters with troops are re- 
ported from the Silesian coal region, 
where the miners’ strike is spread- 
ing. The movement is partly a 
Polish separative one in character, 
the Poles in this region having been 
left by the allies on the German 
side of the line of demarcation fixed 
by the February armistice. 

The miners’ strike in the Ham- 
born-Essen region also has been re- 
sumed, the miners refusing to ac- 
cept the government's decision that 
they be not paid for the days they 
were on strike. One collision be- 
tween the strikers and home guards 
is reported from this area.

all nations are in it. The qualifi- 
cation for admission ought to be 
fixed, and then it ought to be made 
as easy as possible for those who 
are qualified to gain admission. Un- 
der no circumstances should the 
consent of more than a majority be 
required for the admission of any 
qualified nation. 

“The faults of the constitution 
are found to be in its indefiniteness 
rather than in things positively ob- 
jectionable. For instance, it is not 
stated with sufficient clearness that 
the Monroe doctrine is preserved. 
Our nation is not asking to be per- 
mitted to assist in the settlement 
of European disputes, and therefore 
it ought not to be asked to give up 
its paramount influence in the west- 
ern hemisphere as a condition prec- 
edent to its entry into the league. 
Then, too, it is not stated with suf- 
ficient clearness that a league mem- 
ber is not required to become a 
mandatory. It ought to be defi- 
nitely stated a nation asked to be- 
come a mandatory is et liberty to 
accept or decline. Again, it should 
be made clear the league is not to 
interfere in the internal affairs of 
the nations belonging to the leaguc. 
The league is for the settlement of 
international disputes, not for the 
adjustment of differences between 
a nation and its own people. 


tach Nation Must Be Left Free. 


“Another matter that should be 
made clear—and nothing can be 
more important than this—is that 
each nation has a right to decide 
for itself whether it will undertake 
the things advised by the genernl 
council. The language of the con- 
stitution, while not definite, would 
seem to indicate no nation is re- 
quired to furnish force to back up 
a decision of the council. But no 
doubt should be left on this subject. 
This nation cannot afford to allow 
a council in which it has so small 
a voice to carry it into war against 
its will. Our people will have as 
much sense when the time comes

“The constitution of the league 
would seem to imply the right of 
the council to compel the declara- 
tion of an economic boycott by the 
members of the league. This is not 
quite so serious a@s the declaration 
of war, but economic boycott is 
likely to develop into war and an 
economic boycott may be pecuniari- 
ly advantageous to the nations that 
want to declare it. Our interests 
may not be identical in this re- 
spect, and we ought to have a right 
to say at the time whether we 
would declare such a boycott. 

“I venture to suggest the scope 
of the league’s work might well 
be extended beyond what is not 
contemplated. A substitute for war 
must be able to deal with every 
situation that becomes a source of 
war. One of the most fruitful 
causes of war has been the necessi- 
ty for expansion. Growing nations 
feeling the necessity for more room, 
have often gone to war on some 
clumsy pretext when the real pur- 
pose has been to secure territory 
for an increasing population. The 
right to live is one of the inaliena- 
ble rights: It is a primal right that 
must be recognized in nations as 
well as individuals. 


Securing Needed Territory. 


“Nations exercise the right of tak- 
ing unused land and distributing it 
among those who need it. So, if the 
league of nations is to substitute 
reason for war, it must be able to 
deal with claims that are made for 
the waste places of the earth. A 
nation feeling a need for more ter- 
ritory should be able to go before 
the league and present its claims, 
and point out the territory which 
it can use to advantage. The coun- 
cil should consider the claim and 
advise upon it, and the force of pub- 
lic opinion should be used to secure 
such an adjustment of ‘equities, as 
would afforda peaceable means of 
securing needed territory. Such ad- 
justments could be made the easier 
if the league indorsed the proposi- 
tion that any nation extending its 
sovereignty over new territory 
should stand ready to purchase the 
property of residents who do not 
desire to remain under the new sov- 
ereignty. The resident does not go 
with the land. He has rights in- 
dependent and superior to the right 
to the land. If against his will, he 
is brought under new sovereignty, 
he ought to be able to sell his prop- 
erty without loss, and chooSe a sov- 
ereignty of his own like. 

“IT have suggested what seemed to 
me to be the desirable changes, some 
being modifications, some being 
merely more explicit statements. I 
conclude as I began, that while we 
should endeavor to make the league 
as nearly perfect as possible, we 
should not allow its imperfections to 
lead to its rejection. We must take 
risks, no matter whether we accept 
the league or reject it. The risks 
we take in accepting it are less 
than the risk we take if we reject 
it and turn back to the old ways of 
blood and slaughter. God grant that 
those who are entrusted with the 
launching of this great work may 
have the wisdom to so purge it of 
selfishnes and greed, and so infuse 
into it the spirit of the Prince of 
Peace as to make it the end of 
war.”

U. 5. WARRANTS 
FOR RAILRUADS 


This Will Likely Be the 
Method Employed to 
to Meet Situation—Rail- 
roads Can Use Warrants 
as Collateral. 


“Washington, March 11.—Railroad 
executives and government repre- 
sentatives today laid the foundation 
for the machinery through which 
loans of banks and the war finance 
corporation will be made available 
to railroads during the next few 
months in lieu of the funds which 
congress failed to provide. 

After conferences between a num- 
ber of leading railway corporation 
officers and officials of the war fi- 
nance corporation and railroad ad- 
ministration, a special finance com- 
mittee of seven headed by Howard 
Elliott, president of the Northern 
Pacific, was created by the railroad 
executives to co-opprate with gov- 
ernment agencies asa clearing house 
for financial arrangements. 

Place for Swager Sherley. 

Swager Sherley, of Louisville, who 
has just retired after serving 16 
years in the house of representa- 
tives, recently, as chairman of the 
house appropriations committee, was 
appointed by Director General Hines 
as director of the railroad admin- 
istration’s division of finance, suc- 
ceeding John Skelton Williams, re- 
signed. On Mr. Sherley, who will 
take office April 15, will fall much 
of the work of administering the 
financial plans yet to be developed. 

An important feature of the fi- 
nancial mechanics of the arrange- 
ments to be made may be the issu- 
ance by the railroad administration 
of government warrants to railroads 
for the amounts due them on settle- 
ments of last year’s accounts and 
other debts. These warrants, vir- 
tually certificates of indebtedness, 
would not be cashed until congress 
appropriates funds at the next ses- 
sion, but would serve as collateral 
for loans. The loans would be ar- 
ranged by each railroad company 
individually with its bankers, or in 
special cases with the War Finance 
corporation. The railway executives’ 
special committee together with the 
railroad administration’s financia] 
agencies would facilitate the nego- 
tiation and distribution of these 
loans. Companies whose financial] 
strength was not great might be 
helped by the railroad administra- 
tion, which will get some funds 
through repayment. by railroads of 
advances already made to them. 

Final Plans to Be Made. 

These plans were outlined today 
by Director General Hines and the 
railway executives, but it was em- 
phasized that final plans remain to 
be made. Railroad administration 
and war finance corporation offi- 
cials will confer tomorrow with Sec- 
retary Glass, of the treasury, and 
financial situation with railroad car 
and locomotive builders, and with 
the executives’ committee.

prominent bankers were here dur- 
ing the day to confer privately with 
railroad heads. 

It appears probable that the war 
finance corpgration will try to limit 
its loans to railroad corporations 
with ample credit, without refer- 
ence to the government agencies to 
encourage bankers to take up most 
of the loans required. At the same 
time the railroad administration 
will try to establish a large degree 
of uniformity in interest rates. This 
will be facilitated by the potential 
resources of the war finance cor- 
poration. 

Secretary Glass, at the conference 
tomorrow, is expected to emphasize 
the desire of the treausry to keep 
railroad securities off the 
until after the Victory Liberty Loan, 
which probably will close May 19.

“The dérector general and the 
conference generally proceeded on 
the view that it was highly desira- 
ble to devise ways to provide for 
payment of bills and have the sit- 
uation met through financing rath- 
er than by a general suspension of 
work, which would have a deter- 
rent effect upon business generally. 

“The director general told the 
conference that he was considering 
the advisability of having the rail- 
road adminitsration issue, under 
reasonable condition® and limita- 
tions, warrants for amounts due 
railroad corporations, such warrants 
to be in the form which would serve 
as collateral for railroad corpora- 
tions desiring to make loans 
through banks and such warrants 
to be taken up by the railroad 


administration when the congress 


makes the appropriation needed to 
meet the situation. 

“Eugene Meyer, Jr., managing 
director of the war finance corpo- 
ration, assured the director general 
and the conference that the corpo- 
ration was desirous of doing every- 
thing possible to assist in meeting 
the situation, having in mind the 
interests of the government in pro- 
tecting loans and the legal limits 
placed upon the corporation. 

“A spirit of hearty co-operation 
was evidenced by the railroad ex- 
executives, through Howard Elliott, 
who appeared as acting chairman 
of the railroad executives” commit- 
tee, and other railroad corporation 
officials. The conferences have not 
yet been concluded.” 


Rail Committee Created. 

Railroad executives, meeting in 
separate session late today, created 
a committeee of seven, with How- 
ard Elliott, president of the North- 
ern Pacific, as chairman, to co-oper- 
ate with the railroad administration, 
the war finance corporation and 
bankers in arranging railroad 
finances, 

Other members of the committee 

are: Albert H. Harris,. vice presi- 
dent of the New York Central; 
Robert S. Lovett, president of the 
Union Pacific: Samuel Rea, presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania; Henry 
Ruhlender, president of the Frisco; 
and Ohio. 
Henry Walters, chairmah of the 
Atlantic Coast Line, and Daniel 
Willard, president of the Baltimore 
and Ohoi. 

Alfred P. Thom will be counsel 
of the special finance committee, 
and George M. Shriver, vice presi- 
dent of the Baltimore and Ohio, will 
be in charge of the accounts. E. G. 
Buckland, president of the New Ha- 
ven, will be secretary. 

‘It is the sense of this conference 
of railroad executives,” said a reso- 
lution, “that the railroad companies 
will, in the present financial emer- 
gency, co-operate in every practi-

W. S. Fredrickson, salesmanager 
for the Hart-Parr company, of 
Charles City, Iowa, who is here for 
the demonstration, tells an interest- 
ing story of the early days of the 
development of the tractor when it 
was necessary to send armed guards 
along to protect the tractors dur- 
ing the demonstrations. 

“Eighteen years ago, when the 
first gasoline tractors appeared,” 
said Mr. Fredrickson, “the competi- 
tion between tractor advocates was 
so Keen it was necessary to send 
guards with shot guns to protect 
the machines from our competitors. 
I am glad to say that the days of 
such competition are a thing of the 
past, for the business is conducted 
on a higher plane now and compe- 
tition is as clean as could be de- 
sired. 

“The company I represent is the 
undisputed founder of the tractor 
industry. We first experimented 
with gasoline machines, but our 
experiments showed beyond a doubt 
that kerosene tractors are best and 
we have built only that kind for 
several years.” 

For Better Farming. 

In discussing the benefits derived 
from the use of tractors, Mr. Fred- 
rickson declared vupportunity comes 
first. The farmer is able to make 
better crops because he can do his 
work at the right time, which is 
important because so many condi- 
tions affect crops, he says. The 
second has to do with ease of liv- 
ing. “For the same reason that # 
man buys an automobile for com- 
fort, the farmer should buy a trac- 
tor,” said Mr. Fredickson. “He can 
do his work quicker and better and 
enjoy life more because he is not 
a slave to his work but enjoys it.” 
Economic conditions, Mr. Fredick- 
son also points out, favor the trac- 
tor. The expense is largely limited 
to the cost of operation, eliminating 
the heavy expense of feeding and 
caring for live stock, he says. 

Mr. Fredickson declares if the 
southern farmers will adopt the in- 
tensive methods of the farmers of 
Iowa and Illinois, with whom trac- 
tors are aS common as automo- 
biles, it will soon be the best farm- 
ing country in the United States. 
They already have the soil and the 
climate, he says, and all they need 
is the improved machinery, adding 
that the tractor men are here to 
give it to them.

AS ARCH CRIMINAL 


Paris. March 11.—It will be the 
fate of former Emperor William 
to be branded for all time as an 


arch-criminal by the solemn decla< ~ 
ration of all the nations assembled 
at the peace conference, to which 
even his own country may be called 
upon'to subscribe in the peace 
terms, accrding to the present plans 
of what is believed to be a majority 
of the commission on responsibility 
for the war. 

The report of this commission wil 
be ready within a few days, and the 
indications are that the members are 
harmonious on the main points, 
There are likely to be differences, 
however, regarding subordinate Geré 
man officials, although at present 
a majority of the commission is 
understood to hold that they can 
be punished for orders given or acts 
permitted by them in violation of 
the national laws of Germany or 
the rules of war.

DEFENDED BY TAFT 


Former President An- 
swers Senator Knox’s 
Objections — Taft Says 
Sovereignty of United 
States Not Transferred. 


New York. March 1).—Analyzing 


Senator Knox’s objections to the 
Proposed covenant of the league of 
former President William 
H. Taft in an address here tonight 
before the Enonomic club, declared 
that the covenant does not transfer 
“the sovereignty of this nation to 
the governing body of the league,” 


which Senator Knox “asserts the ex-. 


ecutive council to be.” 


“When Senator Knox’s attack 
upon the validity of the covenent 
it will seem to rest 
on an assumption that the execu- 
tive council is given executive pow- 
ers, Which is unwarranted by the 
text of the covenant,” said Mr. Taft. 
“The whole function of the execu- 
tive council is to be the medium 


through which the league members 
are to exchange views, the advisory 


board to consider all matters aris- 
ing in the field of the league’s pos- 
sible action and to advise the mem- 
bers as to what they ought by joint 
action to do. 

“The council makes few, if any, 
orders binding on the members of 
the league. After a member of the 
league has agreed not to exceed a 
liimt of armament, the executive

I venture 
to think that were Senator Knox 
charged as secretary of state with 
construing the obligations of the 
United States under this covenant, 
he would on behalf of the United 
States summarily reject such a con- 
struction, unless the words’ used 
make such delegation clear. 

“Article VIII provides that the 
executive council shall determine 
for the consjderation and action of 
the several governments, what mili- 
tary equipment and armament is 
fair arid reasonable in proportion to 
the scale of force laid down in the 
program of disarmament formulated 
by it, and these limits, when adopt- 
ed, shall not be exceeded without 
the permission of the executive 
council. This leaves wholly to the 
governments the acceptance or re- 
jection of the proposed limitation. 

Can’t Follow Reasoning. 

“Senator Knox says that as this 
recommendation will be made with 
the consent of our representative, 
on the council, we shall be in honor 
bound to accept the limit and bind 
ourselves.

MITCHELL AIR Ghltt 
INSTEAD OF KENLY 


| Washington, March 11.—Coincl- 
dent with the announcement today 
'that Major General William L. Ken- 
ly had been replaced as director 
of military aeronautics of the army 
by Brigadier General William M. 
Mitchell, it was learned, orders 
|have been issued for the cessation 
of aviation training at all fields in 
the United States except two, to 
be designated by Major General 
Charles TT. Menoher, director of the 
air service. These instructions take 
'effect March 15 and thereafter the 
‘work done at other fields than the 
two to be selected will have to do 
only with the storage and mainte- 
nance of equipment. 


‘Te Discharge Personnel. 

All aviation personnel that can 
be spared will be discharged by 
March 31, and the flyers retained 
at the two training fields to be kept 
in operation will be, so far as prac- 
ticable, those who desire to remain 
in the permanent military establish- 
ment. 

These orders represent a new ef- 
fort to keep demobilization up. to 
schedule and get the total of dis- 
charges to the 2,000,000 mark by 
the end of the present month. The 
cancelling of General Kenly’s war 
time rank and his assignment to 
his own branch of the sérvice, the 
fiekd artillery, in his permanent 
rank of colonel, was said to be in 
line with this policy of reduction 
all along the line. 

The orders also were interpreted 
as signalizing the new status of the 
air service which is developing, and 
the fact that General Menoher has 
actually taken hold of the entire 
service, both production and opera- 
tion, after devoting nearly two 
months to studying the situation, 
during which time he did not in- 
terfere with the methods he found 
on his return from France, where 
he commanded the Forty-second 
(Rainbow) division. 


Under Single Hend. 
The appointment of 

Menoher after the resignation 
John D. Ryan, formerly civilian di- 
rector and assistant secretary in 
charge of aviation matters, meant 
that the air service was to be com- 
| bined for peace purposes under a 
‘single head, since the bulk of pro- 
duction problems ceased with 
termination of hostilities. It also 
meant that two major generals were 
assigned to this consolidated serv- 
ice and accounts, in the opinion of 
officers, for General Kenly’s return 
to his regular army rank. General 
Mitchell was an aviator before the 
war when the service was under 
the signal corps and virtually all 
of his duty in the army has been 
in the aviation branch.

RAINBOWS 10 SAIL 
RUM ANTWERP 


Division Will Begin En- 
training for Belgian Port 
on April 1—It Will Take 
Week to Reach Ant- 
werp. 


Coblenz, March 11.—The Forty- 
second American division (the Rain- 
bow), the first division of the army 
of occupation to start for home— 
will begin entraining for Antwerp 
on April 1. Orders to this effect 
have been received from headquar- 
ters. 

It is estimated that about a week 
will be required to transport the 
entire body of men and their equip- 
ment from headquarters on the 
Rhine to Antwerp. All the locomo- 
tives and cars to be used in the 
transportation are to be of Amer- 
ican make, the commanding offi- 
cers desiring to use American ears, 
because they are larger than the 
French or German. 

The original plans were to take 
the homebound divisions down the 
Rhine on boats and have them 
board transports at Rotterdam, but 
these plans were changed, 

Rotterdam is to be used at the 
base of supplies for the third army 
which, it is announced, will begin 
arriving by way of the Rhine river. 
The Thirty-sixth division is ex- 
pected to leave Antwerp for home 
during April, but no definite date 
has been mentioned for the depart- 
ure, 

MEN FROM OVERSEAS 
REACHING NEW YORK. 

New York, March 11.— With 
eighty-five officers and 2,674 men 
of the Twenty-seventh division— 
former New York state national 
guardsmen—the steamship Mount 


Vernon arrived here today from 
Brest. The vessel brought alto- 
gether 5,784 troops, including a 
large number of casuals and ninety- 
six nurses, together with seven of- 
ficers an@ 813 men sick or wounded. 

Casual companies aboard included 
numbers 997 of Virginia and 1,414 
of Tennessee, 

Traveling as a casual on the 
Mount Vernon was Brigadier Gen- 
eral James D. Glennan, 

The steamship Ohigan arrived 
from Bordeaux with 1,627 troops, a 
majority of them of the 348th in- 
fantry of the 87th division (na- 
tional army men of Arkansas, Louis- 
jana and Mississippi). 

The steamship Adriatic, which ar- 
rived here from Liverpool today; 
brought 209 steerage passengers, 
most of them Americans who had 
been discharged from the Canadian 
expeditionary forces. Many of them 
were negroes who had enlisted in 
the Canadian army before the 
United States entered the war. 

3,742 Men on Agamemnon, 

Bringing 3,742 troops, including 
809 sick and wounded, the transport 
Agamemnon arrived here today 
from Brest. Others on the Agamem- 
non included 171 nurses, 77 civil- 
ians, 13 army field clerks and 22 
casual officers. 

Colonel Benjamin B. Sheed, of 
Boston, commanded the troops re- 
turning on the Agamemnon. Most 
of the nurses on board were from 
Michigan and Virginia. Company E, 
of the 102d Engineers, claims the 
honor of having the best army base- 
ball team in France. Two members

Captain A. A. Knox, of Knoxville, 
Tenn., also carried the distinguished 
service cross for rescuing a wounded 
British soldier from a shell hole in 
No Man's Land under violent ma- 
chine gunfire. 

5,500 Men on Nansemond., 

Newport News, Va., March 11.— 
The transport Nansomond arrived 
here today with nearly 5,500 troops. 
Aboard the vessei were the Seventy- 
fourth Engineers, the Fifty-sixth 
Engineers, the Fifty-third coast ar- 
tillery corps, the Fifty-fifth ammuni- 
tion train and about 15 casual com- 
panies, ineluding some from Arkan- 
sas and Kentucky.

(GERMANS ATTACKING 


LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


Washington, March i1.—General 
opposition to the proposed league 


of nations is reflected in recent Ger- 
man newspaper comment received 
by the state department and made 
public today. Two of the newspa- 
pers declare that the league as pro- 
posed would establish “Anglo-Amer- 
ican world domination,” while an- 
other characterizes it as “a league 
of arms against Germany.” 

The Vorwaerts asserts that the 
league “is a league of victors with 
character of trust despite the wel- 
come establishment of the principle 
of arbitration, and the treaty is per- 
vaded with a capitalistic spirit.” 

The Taegelish Rundshau says that 
the league simply establishes Anglo- 
American world domination, France, 
Japan and Italy being permitted to 
assist neutrals.” 

The Germans, according to The 
Tageblatt, “now learn that in the 
league of nations statutes establish- 
ed at Paris without consultation, no 
attention appears to have been paid 
to Germany, evidently considered a 
second or third rate power. The 
league is a draft not of a league 
of nations, but a league of arms 
against Germany.” 

The Leipzig Tageblatt says: “It is 
our misfortune we are in a disad- 
vantageous position regarding pow- 
er, but that should not deter us 
from approving the erection of a 
league, for the cause is of too great 
importance for-us. Our existence 
as a national and economis body is 
at stake and this is better safe- 
guarded within than without the 
league. It does not follow that we 
must swallow the treaty in its pres- 
ent form.” 

The Vossische Zeitung terms the 
“treaty a great disappointment; 
merely an instrument to maintain 
the supremacy of England and 
America.” 


NOBOBY PRESIDED 
AT CABINET MEETING 


Washington, March 11.—The reg- 
ular weekly cabinet meeting was 
held today at the white house, with 
Secretary of the Treasury Glass as 
the ranking member, but without a 
presiding officer. Members said 
afterwards that the session was en- 
tirely informal. 

Attaches at the white house said 
this probably was the first time a 
cabinet had met without the presi- 
dent, the vice president or the sec- 
retary of state in attendance. In 
the absence of these threé officials 
the secretary of the treasury is tit- 
ular head of the government.
